The special committee on polity of the Con- 
gregational, United Brethren, and Methodist 
Protestant churches adjourned at the Union 
Park Congregational church yesterday after- 
noon after formulating an act of union which, 
it is believed, will result in an organic con- 
solidation of the three denominations. 

The final [ act of the committee was the 
recommendation of a name for the new de- 
nomination, After long discussion the dele- 
gates agreed upon The United Churches.“ 


Officially, the complete title is “‘ The United 
churches, ¢omprising the Congregational 
church, the Church of the United Brethren 


in Christ, and the Methodist Protestant 
church.” , 

The act ll be submitted as quickly as 
possible tothe national councils of the three 
denominations for ratification, and then to 
the individual churches throughout the coun- 
try. More than 1,000,000 church members 
will be affected by the union—687,042 in the 
Congregational church, 274,012 in the United 
Brethren, and 183,804 in the Methodist Prot- 
estant denomination. 


Complete Union Is Expected. 

“This meeting of the committee will prob- 
ably prove the most significant event in the 
history of these churches,’ said the Rev, 
Frank N. White, pastor of the Union Park 
church, I have little doubt thet it will 
result ultimately in a practically complete 
union of the three denominations. There 
were historical reasons for the divisions, of 
course, but these have served their useful- 
ness, and now, practically, no longer exist.

At any point it would be 
easy for an individual to block everything 
by starting a lawsuit. We think, however, 
that we have steered clear of that difficulty.” 
Common Declaration of Faith. 

The act of union comprises a common decla- 
ration of faith and a set of articles of agree- 
ment to be subscribed to by the various 


churches. articles of agreement provide 
for a te rary retention of the national 
councils and state associations as separate 
bodies, to remain in existence until the union 


is completly formed, 

Among these who have taken an active part 
in the committee’s deliberations are the Rev. 
Washington Gladden of Columbus, O., Presi- 
dent Henry C. King of Oberlin college, and 
William Hayes Ward, editor of the Inde- 
pendent. It is largely due to the personal ef- 
forte of Mr. Ward that the consolidation 
plan was updertaken. Chancellor D. S. Ste- 
phens of Kansas City, Kas., presided. 

The contemplated consolidation will place 
the new church organization fifth in point of 
numbers among the Protestant denomina- 
tions of the United States. Before it will 
come, in order, only the Baptist, Methodist 
Episcopal, | Lutheran, and Presbyterian 
churches. 

Result of Four Years’ Work. 

In its final form, which was reached 
Wednesday night, the act of union is the 
result of four years of endeavor to reach a 
common understanding. The first definite 
step toward consolidation was taken by the 
committee in Dayton, O., in February, 1906. 

More than 200 delegates, representing the 
three churches and coming from every part 
of the United States, attended the Chicago 
meeting. While no powers were given to 
these delegates other than the authority to 
formulate a tentative act of union, the gen- 
eral feeling is that ratification of the act 
by the various churches is merely a formality 
and that the consolidation is practically 
assured. 

According to provisions of the act the local 
church is to be the unit of organization 
throughout the body and every church is 
guaranteed autonomy in its local affairs. 
For mutual action in affairs that concern 
the churches as a body, district associations, 
annual conferences, and a national council 
will be formed. 

To Organize Societies. 

At the fi meeting of the council elght 

boards 1 societies will be organised to 


carry on the general business of the church. 
These will be a foreign missionary society, 
a home missionary society, an evangelistic 
society, a church building society, Sunday 
echool and Christian Endeavor society, col- 
lege and educational society, board of pub- 
lication, and board of ministerial relief. 

The national council of the Congregational 
church and the general conferences of the 
will go out of existence upon 
n of the act of union.

Green Legislator’s Modest Demands 
Make Lindly Gasp, Then Rage. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPOND DNT.] 
Springfield, III.,, March 21.—[Special.}— 
Representative William Navigato of Chi- 
cago turned in a requisition today for an 
upright piano, a typewriter, and a suitcase, 
having been inspired with confidence to be- 
Heve that It was the duty of the state to pro- 
vide handsomely for those who serve in mak- 
ing its laws. 

Mr. Nevigato's confidence was justified 
by the fact that three of his fellow demo- 
crate were successful in equipping them- 
selves with carpet sweepers, and it evidently 
was the proper thing to take something to 
the loved ones at home. 

Cicero J. Lindly, Who, as chairman of the 
contingent expenses committee, is guardian 
of the warehouse, was trying to keep one eye 
on the business of the legislature and the 
other on numerous requisitions which were 
being laid before him when the eye that 
was working on the latter hit the upright 
plane feature in Mr. Navigato’s request. It 
occupied an inconspicuous place among re- 
quests for shears, soap, clothes brushes, 
paste pots, and pens, and was accompanied 
by a wish for a typewriter and a sultcase.

Lindly’s Wrath Smites House. 

The discovery was made, as has been re- 
lated, and Mr. Lindly, in his wrath, descend- 
ed on the democratic side of the house. 

“I don’t know whom you fellows thought 
you were joking,’ he said, but T' tell you 
one thing. There will be no more requisi- 
tione signed by me for the democratic side 
of the house from this on.

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| FIRST ‘STRAW HAT MAN’ OUT. 


Hours After Sun Rises, 


Car Windows Are Opened and State 
Street Shoppers Shed Wraps. 


The official first day of spring made a rec- 
ord in high temperature for the time and 
season that had not been touched before for 
thirty-one years in Chicago. The sun 
“crossed the line at 1:33 p. m. yesterday, 
and two hours afterwards the shining thread 
of mercury in the thermometer of the govern- 
ment weather bureau registered 76 degrees. 

The highest temperature recorded for any 
former month of March was 80 degrees on 
March 29, 1896, but that happened eight days 
after the equinox. 

“This warmth proves the utter falsity 
of the pseudo scientific contentions that our 
planet is growing colder year by year,” said 
G. Sykes, who is 80 years old and claims to 
know more about the universe than Fernando 
Jones. He tucked a copy of Prof. Hicks’ 
almanac inside his shiny cutaway coat and 
smiled happily. 


Shoppers Shed Their Wraps. 

Those who listened smiled with him, for it 
appeared that everybody in the street was de- 
lighted with the warmth and wouldn't have 
been surprised to hear a robin. By noon the 
temperature stood at 62 degrees and was 
rising steadilg. Shoppers in State street 
peeled off their overcoate and cloaks and 
paraded blithely. 

The corner druggists who have kept their 
fountains running all winter did a rushing 
business, and those who hadn‘t wiped off the 
whitewash and polished the nickel work. 

Managers of the boat lines which run from 
Chicago to St. Joe, South Haven, and Mich! 
gan City made plans for new calliopes for 
the coming seasom Some people, especially 
those indoors, complained of a sticky feel- 
ing, but it was the general opinion that the 
people had contracted spring fever and that 
the disease is likely to prove epidemic. 


Bock Beer Signs Displayed. 

That epring really had arrived was proved 
by the bock beer signs, which on the spring 
question are as good as affidavits. 

The mean temperature for the day was 56 
and the normal 86 degrees. The humidity 
was 84 per cent in the forenoon and only 0 
inthe afternoon. The wind was twenty miles 
an hour from the southwest. The tempera- 
ture had dropped to 70 degrees at 10 o'clock 
in the evening. 

Forecaster Henry J. Cox attributed the 
present “hot wave to meteorological dis- 
turbances following the vernal equinox.

Attorney General Gives His 
Opinion That Traction Or- 
dinances Are Just. 


SHOWS DUNNE’S FAILURE. 


Huge Sixth Ward Meeting Cheers 
When He Asks “Common 
Sense” Settlement. 


The highest legal authority in Illinois—At- 
torney General William H. Stead—last even- 
ing unqualifiedly indorsed every detail of the 
pending traction ordinances as the fatrest 
manner of settling the traction question that 


has or will be found.” 

With the indorsement of the ordinances 
Mr. Stead spoke in strongest terms of Fred 
A. Busse’s ability to carry out the provisions 
of the measures as well as his clean public 
and business record. As a personal ac- 
quaintance of the postmaster for many years 
Mr. Stead spoke with an intimate knowledge 
of his subject, which, judging from the man- 
ner which his remarks were received, car- 
ried conviction. 

Crowd at Sixth Ward Meeting. 

The Sixth ward republican meeting at 
Boulevard hall, Grand boulevard and Forty- 
seventh street, furnished the occasion for 
Mr. Stead’s début into the mayoralty cam- 
paign. The hall was crowded, every seat 
being taken and all standing room in the 
aisles being filled in spite of the activity of 
the policemen, who endeavored to clear the 
entrances. It was one of the few political 
meetings of the campaign which has been 
largely attended by women, 

Kdded weight was given to the statements 
of the attorney general because of his visit 
within a few days, at the call of President 
Roosevelt, to Washington to discuss the 


‘western railroad situation. Mr. Stead was 


one of two men summoned from Illinois, the 
other being Gov. Deneen. 


State’s Prosperity at Issue. 

“The prosperity not only of Chicago but 
of the entire state of Illindis depends upon 
the immediate settlement of the great prob- 
lems now confronting Chicago,“ said Mr. 
Stead. “They are not merely municipal 
issues, nor even state, but of national im- 
portance. But it is of first importance to 
the citizens of Chicago that they be properly 
settled and at once. 

The time to settle them is not in the fu- 
ture, but immediately. I know what these 
problems are and I now undertake to say 
to you that if Fred A. Busse is elected mayor 
with a republican council they will be set- 
tled in such a manner that they will stay 
settled, to the satisfaction of the citizens, for 
some time in the future. 

“The one thing needed in the present crisis 
is plain, everyday common sense and busi- 
ness judgment. Put such an element behind 
your public schools and your children will 
be given a schoo! education and the schools 
will be taken out of the hands of demagogues. 
Put it behind the police department and your 
policemen will be cease to be politicians, but 
will drive burglars from the city. Put it be- 
hind the traction situation as it is today and 
the travesty on street car service that you 
see today will be transformed into real ser- 
vice, such as a great city like Chicago may 
consider its right. 


Explodes Theory of M. O. * 

“In the last campaign the municipal own- 
ership question took up much of your at- 
tention. It was a new thing. We didn't 
know just what it might be like, but we 
heard that the people of Sweden thought it 
a good thing. Chicago, however, is bo nearer 
a street car settlement along those lines 
than it was the day that Mayor Dunne as- 
sumed office. The city cannot successfully 
be run by the mayor of Cleveland nor the 
lord mayor of Glasgow. | 

“The plain, common sense manner of set- 
tung the street car problem # up to the 
voters now in the shape of or nees that 
give the city certain privileges and the com- 
pany certain rights. The rights of the city 
to purchase the system are amply safeguard- 
ed. You can buy the lines at any time you 
have the money, and you certainly couldn't 
buy them under any kind of an ordinance 
without the money. You can ride from one 
end of the city to the other for one fare, and 
there are means by which you may secure 
lower fare whenever you think the best serv- 
ice can be secured for a lower fare, , 


Fairest Settlement Yet Found. 

“The ordinances naturally are no more 
perfect than any manmade legislation. They 
are, however, the fairest settlement of the 
present traction difficulties that have been 
found or are likely to be found in the near 
future. The voters should not miss this op- 
portunity of settling the question, and, unless 
I am badly mistaken, they will settle it. 

In Mayor Dunne’s speech of acceptance 
at the recent democratic convention he 
likened the proposed traction settlement to 
a poker game. He chose this simile probably 
because it could be well understood by the 
delegates to the convention. He declared 
that in these ordinances he had discovered 
that the traction companies had dealt him 
three aces, but had retained four jacks, and 
that he was not sure but that they might 
have five. 

Points to Busse’s Record. 

From my own personal knowledge of Mr. 
Busse I should like to see the traction com- 
panies get him into any poker game and try 
to deal him a hand like that. If they did I 
know that there would be some sore heads 
and some smashed furniture. He would not 
talk about a referendum in that case. He 
would settle the matter in a manner that long 
would be remembered. 

Mr. Busse’s record in the postoffice alone 
is sufficient proof that he is decidedly a man 
of action. When he investigated the com- 
plaint of his men that more help was needed 
and found that they were right he put on 
his hat and went down to Washington and 
camped in the office of the postmaster gen- 
eral until the additional help was forthcom- 
ing. He got it. 

Mr. Busse has had occasion to come down 
to Springfield to get concessions for his peo- 
ple. He got the results, and I know that 
there is no man who can go to Springfield 
and demand legislation for Chicago and get 
it like Fred Busse.” 

Show Progress of Dunne. 

Mr. Stead then described the progress 
of Mayor Dunne and his advisers in set- 
tling the street car problem. Although the 
progress did not appear to be of the sort 
approved of by the spectators the recital was 
highly entertaining. |

Campaign Collection Is First. 
The principal business commanding the at- 
tention of Mayor Dunne’s health department 
was the Dunne campaign collection. Other 
work was suspended for this important duty, 
and a tidy sum was gathered from depart- 
ment heads, clerks, inspectors, fumigators, 
and other employés to add to the big slush 
fund which the democratic managers de- 
clare is necessary for the mayor's M. O. 
campaign. 
In this health department levy civil service 
employés as well as sixty day men were 
called on to give $5 or more to the fund. 


Employe Tells of Methods. 

„ was called into Whalen’s office by 
Whalen himself, said a department inspect- 
or in describing the collection. I think it 
was about 11 a. m. that he summoned me. 
He took me into his private office and told 
me that I was expected to give something 
to Mayor Dunne’s campaign fund. I looked 
him in the eye a moment and then I turned 
on my heel and left the room. I had thought 
these stories of campaign assessments only 
political bunk. I learned the truth and re- 
fused to comply.“ 

When Commissioner Whalen was asked 
about the report he said: 

„It is not true. I have not asked any of 
the men in the department for campaign 
contributions. I am accepting all that is of- 
fered to me voluntarily. I would accept con- 
tributions to Mayor Dunne’s campaign fund 
from any one—civil service employés or any 
one else.“ 


Dunne Hits Citizens’ Association. 

The mayor in a typewritten statement 
again attacked the Citizens’ association and 
its secretary, Shelby M. Singleton, who re- 
cently caused the indictment of 400 vicious 
saloonkeepers against whom the mayor's 
police had failed to enforce the law. 


Mayor Grows Personal. 

The mayor's statement continues: 

J understand these same agencies—Sin- 
gleton and certain of his backers and paid 
scandal distributers—are even about to reach 
farther. They have inspired, I am informed, 
an article which is shortly to appear in an 
eastern magazine and which is to be given 
wide circulation in Chicago. Word that this 
article is about to appear has been indus- 
triously passed about. That its purpose, 
which is slander of the present administra- 
tion, will fail I am sure.” 


Singleton Answers Attack. 


‘Mr. Singleton said: “ The sole purpose of 
Mayor Dunne’s attack upon me as a ‘ paid 
reformer’ is to break the effect of an article 
dealing with vice conditions in Chicago, 
which, it has been announced, will appear 
in the April number of McClure’s Magazine. 
I was only one of many persons consulted by 
the writer of this article, who is one of Mc- 
Clure's regular staff. The article is, I under- 
stand, one of a series dealing with the vice 
problem in American cities. The statement 
that I or any one elxe connected with the 
Citizens’ association had anything what- 
ever to do with inepiring this article, or bring- 
ing about its publication, is a lie. !

DONNE DIPS INTO ABUDE. 


GIVES INDICATIONS OF OPENING 
CAMPAIGN OF VILIFICATION. 


In Address at St. Agnus Hall in 
West Thirty-eighth Place He Inti- 
mates That Mr. Busse, if Elected, 
‘Will Ignore the Civil Service Law, 
and Reiterates Refuted Charge of 
Opponent’s Opposition to the Public 
Policy Law. 


Against the advice of his best friends, 
Mayor Dunne, in his address last night at 
St. Agnus’ hall, in West Thirty-eighth place, 
gave indications of opening up a campaign 
of abuse and vilification against his oppo- 
‘nent in the mayoralty race. 

In this his proposed policy fits in with sev- 
eral subterranean, mole like movements 
made by his satellites during the last two or 
three days. 

Previously, it is understood, the mayor had 
stood out against this tendency. 

The same indications that the mayor was 
to begin slinging mud were seen in his other 
speeches during the evening, at Fifty-first 
and Laflin streets and at Twelfth street and 
Albany avenue. Col. J. Hamilton Lewis, 
speaking at the Fifth and Thirteenth ward 
meetings, made sweeping charges of bribery 
against various republicahs. 


Talks of Civil Service. 


“In selecting your mayor for the next 
four years,“ said the mayor, in his first ad- 
dress, it is only right that you know where 
he stands on the great public questione con- 
fronting this city. or instance, how does 
he stand on the civil service law. This law 
is to be amended in the new city charter and 
in such a way that the men who have passed 
their examination and are now holding office 
will be at the absolute mercy of the heads 
of departments. They can be removed with- 
out a trial, and I am opposed to such a law. 

Where does Fred A. Busse stand? In an 
open letter which he has given out he de- 
clares that civil service is good only in so 
far as it increases the efficiency.’ Just as 
if the men who had passed their examina- 
tions were not efficient. How efficient do you 
think a man would be who had voted the 
democratic ticket?’’ 

Reiterates Refuted Charge. 

The mayor also referred to the bill for the 
repeal of the public policy law and reiterated 
the already refuted charge that Mr. Busse 
favors such action. He touched on Mr. 
Busses record in the state legislature and 
declared the republican candidate had broken 
a pledge that as state treasurer he would 
turn all the interest on public funds back 
into the state treasury.

D. C. Wetten, president of the Hamilton 
club, and Congresaman Henry 8. Boutell 
took the stump in the entieth ward lagt 
night and lambasted Mayor Dunne's plat- 
form until there wasn't a solid plank left 
in it; The mayor was branded asa “ falsi- 
fler and a “ visionist’’ and accused of 
“stealing other men's thunder” and using 
it to boost himself politically. 

“It is a common insult and effrontery to 
see paraded about this city in big flaming let- 
ters ‘ What Mayor Dunne Has Done for Chi- 
cago,’ ald Mr. Wetten, who was introduced 
Before an enthusiastic meeting in Oakley hall, 
Oakley boulevard and West Madison street, 
as a man “ who isn’t running for office.”’ 

In an effort to hide the wretched record he 
has made, Mayor Dunne is lauded as having 
reduced the price of gas, reduced telephone 
rates, and electricity rates. But the peculiar 
thing about it is that no one seems more able 
to tell about it than the mayor-himself. 


How Gas Cost Was Reduced. 
These statements are false. For in- 
stance the mayor says he secured 85 cent 
gas, when in fact the bill that resulted in 
that reduction was pendigg before the legis- 
lature before Mayor Dunne was mayor, and 
then when it was up in the city council he 
vetoed the ordinance making 85 cent gas, 

and the bill was passed over his veto. 
He says he went to Springfield and helped 


along with 150 other men es a private citi- 
gen before he was mayor. A provision which 
he and others recommended in the statute, 
had it not been. detected when in the senate 
by Senator Francis Parker, would have de- 
atroyed the effect of the bill.“ 

Congressman Boutell made a vigorous: at- 
tack on the mayor's record, which elicited 
cheers from the large audience. 

“The present administration has been dis- 
astrous to the business interests of Chicago,“ 
the speaker said. ‘‘ Among the large num- 
ber of reasons why Mayor Dunne should be 
deféated is to restore business confidence in 
thie city. Ohicago’s former prestige through- 
out the country has become a byword be- 
cause of her incompetent and visionary 
mayor. 

For ten years his supporters having been 
making promises they haven't fulfilled. 
When elected two years ago Mayor Dunne 
said in thirty days he would have the trac- 
tion lines condemned and municipal owner- 
ship and operation in nine months. That 
was one of his big dreams that didn't come 
true, They say dreams work by opposites.”’

DUNNE MEN LEVY ON PENSIONS. 


Campaign Managers Order That 15 Per 
Cent Be Taken from All Retired 
Policemen’s Pay.

Not content with levying at least two gen: 
eral contributions for campaign expenses 
upon members of the police department, 
Mayor Dunne’s political managers have 
given out the order to tax the slender re- 
sources of the aged pensioners of the police 
service for the cause of the administration 
ticket. 

Fifteen per cent of the pension given each 
of the retired patrolmen and officers is to 
be collected on next pay day at the window 
of the pension treasurer in the city hall. This 
exaction is made under the guise of a 
„gift to Capt. Michael Buckley, the com- 
missioner representing the pensioners’ or- 
ganization. 

Capt. Buckley draws $75 a month as his 
pension from the police fund, and is reputed 
to be worth §75,000, in addition to being in 
good health. Men who have served the city 
thirty years found it difficult to understand 
why a gift should be made to him. 

The 15 per cent means a great deal to them, 
as the sums they draw each month run from 
$46 to $75. When they went to the pay win- 
dow on Wednesday to draw their checks 
word was passed round quietly by city hall 
agents of the campaign fund committee that 
next pay day each of the pensioners would be 
expected to make a little gift to the hearty 
Capt. Buckley.

Accompanied by Two Women, 
Balloonists Go for Cruise 
in Submarine. 


EAT DINNER UNDER SEA, 


Meal Prepared and Served While 
Boat Stays Near Bottom 
of Sound. 


Bridgeport, Conn., March 21.—[Special.]—A 
party of men and women came to Bridgeport 
from New York today and participated in 
a submerged run of the submarine torpedo 
boat Lake, owned by the Lake Torpedo Boat 
company. The party included the president 
and several members of the Aero Club of 
America, Admiral Endicott, U. S. N., retired; 
ex-Senator Thurston, Lieut.” Radler de 
Aquina of the Brazilian legation at Washing- 
ton, Mrs. Thurston, and Mrs. J. C. Lake. 

The run, which lasted three hours, was the 
first submarine submergence and*cruise in 
America ever participated in by women. It 
also was the first cruise of the sort ever in- 
dulged in by the American aerialists. The 
president of the Aero Club of America, Cort- 
landt F. Bishop of New York, was accom- 
panied by Augustus Post, the club’s secre- 
tary, and Alan R. Hawley, governor of the 
club and one of its expert pilots. 


Take Dinner Under Sea. 

After a surface cruise outside Bridgeport 
harbor the Lake was submerged for two 
hours, during which time a complete dinner 
was cooked aboard the craft and served to 
the guests. The dinner was followed by in- 
formal addresses by J. C. Lake. vice presi- 
dent of the Lake company, and President 
Bishop of the Aero lub. 

Ex-Senator Thurston and Admiral Endicott 
also delivered appropriate remarks while the 
boat rested at the bottom of the sound, 
felicitating Mr. Lake in the success attained 
by his submarine and expressing the best 
wishes for victory in the government tests to 
be held at Newport in May. 

Comparisons between aerial navigation and 
submarine navigation were made by mem- 
bers of the Aero club. of which Mr. Lake also 
ds a member. 0 


Airship Enemy of Submarine. 

Mr. Post, scientific secretary of the Aero 
club, said he believed there were some fea- 
tures of the Lake submarine that might be 
used in developing the airship. 

It is a wonderful boat,“ he said. “ We, I 
mean the airship, is its natural enemy, for 
it is only by going high in the air that a sub- 
marine could be discovered if completely 
submerged. Perhaps the airship may be the 
means—the only means—of successfully lo- 
cating and attacking this little demon of the 
deep—the submarine.”’ 

Many of the party entered the diving cham- 
ber and were treated to a view of the bottom 
of the sea. 

The two women aboard were a trifle nerv- 
ous when the craft first was submerged, and 
there were moments of silence that indicated 
all the members of the party were thinking 
of what might happen if something went 
wrong with the works. Mrs. Thurston was 
eager to enter the diving compartment, but 
because of the painful effect of the pressure 
upon the ear drums she refrained. 


Think It a Sea Monster. 

One of the amusing incidents of the trip 
occurred where tug with a long tow of scows 
was nearing the submerged boat. Nota 
thing was visible to the eye above the sur- 
face of the Water to mark the whereabouts of 
the subiitarine save the flagpole, which looked 
like un oyster mrker’s stick. Capt. Evans 
heard the ‘chug chug of the tugboat, and, 
fearing a collision, pushed the compressed 
air cock. This forced the water from the 
Compartmefits'so quickly that the submarine 
shot “hp to the surface like a cork. In five 
seconds it disappeared again.

ALADIN AND TCHYKOVSKY TALK 
OF CZAR’S DOMAIN. 


Former Peasant Leader in Duma Says 
Next Gathering Will Be Dissolved 
by Emperor—Believes Revolt Win 
Follow—Speakers Tell er lu oa 
tion in Use of Arms by Poorer Class 
to Combat Cossack Ferce—Huge 
Sunday Meeting Planned.

Part of Chicago came face to face with 
part of the Russian revolution yeaterday, 
and the American end gasped at the stories 
of bloodshed the revolutionists told, and 
applauded their sentiments of determination 
to obtain a constitutional government—and 
a republic in the not distant future. Nich- 
olas W. Tchykovsky, who is known in Rus- 
sia as the “ father of the revolution,” and 
Alexis Aladin, who was. the leader of the 
peasant party in the first duma, arrived in 
Chicago to arouse Interest In the movement 
in which they are taking such an active part. 

The Russians addressed 200 members of the 
City club at its headquarters, 228 Clark 
etreet, In the afternoon, after they had been 
entertained at luncheon, and last night they 
talked to 100 members of the Union league 
after they had been the guests at a dinner 
there. It was ladies night,“ and the femi- 
nine portion of the audience waxed enthusi- 
astic when the speakers told of the revolu- 
tion yet to come. 

Declares Republic Will Come. 

Tchykovsky, the more radical of the two, 
stirred his hearers to enthusiasm when he 
declared that the Russia of today would be 
the United States of eastern Europe,” a 
real bona fide republic, within the next dec- 
ade. Similarly did he arouse the City club 
when he said that it was probable the czar 
would disperse the second duma just as he 
did the first. 

And that means a fight,“ he announced. 

Peaceful revolutions,” said he have 
been proven no good. They mean victory 
alone for the government, the Cossacks, and 
the black scum they have associated with 
them. But we have learned we cannot fight 
machine guns empty handed, we cannot meet 
the soldiers without men of military training, 
and we cannot take and hold cities without 
complete organization—and the next battle 
will and us well prepared. 


Aladin Arraigns Stolypin. 

Aladin, who is a peasant and the leader of 
the péasant party, although he speaks five 
languages, delivered a fearful arraignment 
of Premier Stolypin. He blamed him for the 
massacres which followed the czar’s mani- 
festo promising freedom for the people and 
characterized him as a policeman magque- 
rading as a statesman. 

“But he is not the man we are going to 
deal with in the future, said. Aladin. Ap- 
plause followed this. 

Plan Big. Sunday Meeting. 

Elaborate@reparations are being made for 
the meeting Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock at 
the Auditorium. William Jennings Bryan is 
to preside, and Judge Mack, whois chairman 
of the committee in charge, declared that only 
Russian, not American, politics would be tol- 
erated. 

“The speeches delivered by Aladin and 
Tchykovsky today are but preliminary,” said 
Judge Mack, “and Sunday afternoon they 
will deliver the real message of the suffering 
people of Russia to the sympathetic people 
of America.“ 

Over 5,000 invitations to the sunday meet- 
ing were sent out, but the meeting will be 
open to the general public, In addition to 
the two revolutionists, Dr. Hirsch of Chicago 
will speak. 


TELLS TERRORIST SECRETS 


HIRED SLAYER REVEALS METH- 
ODS OF RUSSIAN REACTIONARIES. 


Declares at Trial of Prof. Hertsen- 
stein’s Murderer That $1,500 Was 
Price Paid for Life—Asserts League | 
of Russian People Employed Pro- 
feasional Killers to Get Rid of Men 
Whose Removal Was Desired by | 
“Fighting Organisation.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 21.—Evidence 
that the reactionary League of the Russian 
People hired men to murder Ivan Petrunke- 
vitch, the noted libeFal member of the first 
parliament, and also contemplated the as- 
sassination of M. Ramischwili and M. Dzha- 
paridge, former members of parliament, in 
order to terrorize that body, was given today 
at the trial of the murdersr of Prof. Hertzen- 
stein, the member of the lower house killed 
at his country home, near Terioki, Finland. 

The prosecution placed on the stand a sol- 
dier named Kriks, who had been a member 
of the fighting organization of the reactionary 
party. He testified to receiving various sums 
of money from M. Yushkevitch, a leader of 
the League of the Russian People, in order 
to induce him to kill M. Petrunkevitch. The 
witness implicated Dr. Dubrovin, president 
of the League of the Russian-People, and M. 
Bulatzel, a St. Petersburg lawyer of high 
social standing, stating that M. Bulatzel gave 
money to another soldier in order to induce 
him to murder M. Petrunkevitch. 

Kriks said the prices paid for assassinations 
ranged from $2 for minor murders to $1,500 
for killing Prof. Hertzenstein. 

The terrorist organization of the Social 
revolutionists has issued an announcement 
that eight political murders or attempts at 
assassination were made by its order during 
the last two months.

ROUMANIAN RIOTS 


Peasants Fight Soldiers Who

Towns. 


ARMY AT FULL STRENGTH 


All the Reserves Called to the 
Colors to Cope with Dis- 
order. 


BUCHAREST, Roumania, March 21.— 
Plundering due to the agrarian troubles has 
recommenced at Vaslul. The peasants sur- 
rounded the administrative palace, intend- 
ing to demolish the building. Further plun- 
dering occurred throughout the town. Troops 
intervened and the major commanding and 
several officers were wounded. The soldiers 
then fired on the mob and wounded some of 
tue rioters. Five of them were stabbed with 


: bayonets. 


Fight Troops at Jassy. 
Another collision occurred at Jassy be- 
tweeh troops and peasants trying to invade 
Maj. Colori was wounded, two 


peasants were killed, and many were 


| wounded. 


The peasants succeeded in breaking the 
cordon and entering the town, where they 
looted several residences. A number. of 
neighboring villages. were plundered. 

Four peasants were killed and two were 
wounded at Lespezi in an attempt to seize 
the arms at the gendarmes barracks. 


Army Reserves Called Out. 
All the army reserves have now been called 
to the colors, with the result that the gov- 
ernment has at its disposal plenty of troops 
to enable it to speedily suppress the agrarian 
troubles, 

Large numbers of Jews from Jassy, Vas lui. 
Botosahni,. and other Moldavian towns, 
which have been terrorized by the excesses 
of the peasantry, have arrived here, seeking 
refuge and assistance. 

The calling out of the army reserves at 
Berlad, Moldavia, led to “serious rioting. The 
men, as a rule, were pearants or sympa- 
thizers with those who had been raiding the 
country, and some 350 of them, before don- 
ning their uniforms, paraded the streets 
of Berlad, smashing windowe by wholesale 
and plundered several Jewish shops. 
Peasants Take a TownP 

VIENNA, March 21.—Telegrams have been 
received here declaring that the Roumanian 
town of Michaileni, close to the Austrian 
frontier in northern Moldavia, has been taken 
possession of by the riotous peasantry and 
that the entire Jewish population has fled. 
These reports lack corroboration. 


WILL STUDY CHICAGO METHODS 


German Representative to Be Sent 
td Get Ideas for Reform in 
Berlin Boerse. 


BERLIN, March 21.—Herr Delbriick, the 
Prussian minister of commerce, has directed 
Privy Councilor Hemptenmacher, the gov- 
ernment’s commissioner to observe the Ber- 
lin boerse, to proceed to America for the 
purpose of studying the New York and Chi- 
cago stock exchanges, and to obtain material 
with which to establish reforms in the Ger- 
man boerse law. The privy councilor will 
return by way of London, Paris, and Brus- 
sels, where he will conduct similar investi- 


gations. 


PRAIRIE E FIRE CAUSES DEATH. 


Much Property Is Destroyed on Reser- 
vation West of Bonesteel, 
South Dakota. 


Bonesteel, 8. D., March 21.—A prairie fire, 
driven by a furious wind, has been raging 
since 10 o’clock this morning on the reserva- 
tion west of here. 

Mrs. C. B. Yoakum and her daughter have 

been burned to death. 
Tonight the town of Herrick is threatened, 
and the entire population is out fighting 
flames.

BRITAIN’S OLD ENEMIES ORGAN- 


IZE NEW PARLIAMENT. 


Veterans of Recent War, Who Fought 
aud Won So Many Battles with the 
Soldiers of John Bull, Now Make 
Lawe for Former Foes—Proceed- 
ings Conducted in Odd Mixture of 
Dutch and English—End of Chi- 
nese Labor. 


PRETORIA, Transvaal, March 21.—The 
first Transvaal parliament under the new 
constitution met here today, an odd mixture 
of English and Boers. 

The Boers have a majority, and most of 
the members were veterans of the recent 
war with the English. 

The proceedings were conducted alter- 
nately in English and Dutch, a speaker fre- 
quently beginning hfs remarks in one lan- 
guage and finishing in the other, 


In the upper chamber the earl of Selborne, | 


the high commissioner, who was in full uni- 
form and attended by hie military and per- 
sonal staff, was seated on the throne, flanked 
by black gowned judges and the foreign con- 
suls. 

Lord Selborne ordered the memtgrs of the 
lower house to retire and elect a speaker. 
As soon as they had assembled in their hall 
a language comtroversy sprang up, the Afri- 
kanders persisting in the use of Dutgeh. 


Insist on Speaking Dutch. 

Mr. Hofmeyer took the chair and. speaking 
in English, explained the method ot electing 
a speaker, whereupon Gen. Schalkburger, 
the former vice president of old times, 


shouted: 

“Speak Dutch!“ 

The general's interruption was greeted with 
enthusiastic cheers by the Boers, and Hof- 
meyer finished his talk in Dutch. 

Gen. Botha, the premier, nominated Gen. 
Beyers for speaker. and he waselected. He 
returned thanks for the honor in English, 
Afterwards, speaking in Dutch, he adjourned 
the house amidst cries from the pegs of 
Speak in English.“ 

The members of the lower house then 
marched to the bar of the upper house, 
where, after Lord Selborne/s speech open- 
ing the legislature, Gen. Botha moved the 
adjournment in Dutch. 


End of Chinese Labor. 

Lord Selborne in his speech said he hoped 
that the granting of self-government to the 
Transvaal would remove the causes for mis- 
understanding and disunion, and result in 
permanent peace and progress. The high 
commissioner then dealt with the question 
of Chinese labor, and in the course of his 
remarks said: 

My ministers have resolv ed that the em- 
ployment of Chinese in the mines shall cease 
at the earliest possible moment. As to the 
Chinese already employed there my minis- 
ters will not take any steps to prevent their 
repatriation at the end of their indentures.’ 

Parliament reassembled in the afternoon, 
and Colonial Secretary Smuts introduced the 
„ Asiatic ordinance bill, expressing at the 
same time his belief that the entire white 
population was in favor of it. 

The bill was passed through all stages, and 
sent to the upper house with the urgent 
request that it be passed forthwith. 


| ARKANSAS HAS NEW PLAN 


TO KEEP NEGROES DOWN. 


Bill Pending in the Legislature Pro- 
hibits Colored Porters, Waiters, and 
Barbers. , 


Little Rock, Ark., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Senator McKnight introduced a bill in the 
senate today making it unlawful for negroes 
to wait upon or serve white persons as por- 
ters on trains, as barbers, or as waiters in 
restaurants or hotels, and equally unlawful 
for white servants to wait upon negroes. 

Senator Amis, in opposition, said the bill 
was to prevent negroes from waiting on 
whites, and moved that it be rejected. 

Senator McKnight made a strong plea for 
the measure, denying that the prime object 
was to prevent negroes from serving white 
people. 

It's to prevent negroes from taking white 
women about the waist and helping them off 
the trains,“ he said. “‘Why, my wife is 
afraid to come to town alone because she is 
waited upon by these blacks.”

Confession of Man in Paris Re- 
veals Gang of Interna- 
tional Mail Thieves. 


ONE IN N. v. POSTOFFICE? 


French Official Declares Stolen 
Sack Must Have Been 
Marked. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] . 
PARIS, March 21.—The man arrested here 
on suspicion of being connected with the rob- 
bery of the registered mail pouch from the 
liner La Savoie has confessed, it ig said, and 
has implicated a big gang of international 
crooks. The securities, it is also said, have 
mostly been recovered. Their value is said 
to be more than a million. They were no* 
negotiable. 
The prisoner was held on Feb. 16 under 
e name of Butloss. His name is Rousseau. 
e was caught at a railroad station as he 
was starting for Rotterdam, whence he in- 
tended to sail for the United States. Other 
arrests are expected. 
The registered matter, the police say, was 
stolen after the mail sack in which it was 
contained reached the railroad station in this 


city. 
Blames American Officials. 


M. Symian, subsecretary of the postoffice, 
on the other hand, says it is almost certain 
the robbery was committed on board ‘the 
La Savole or at Havre. He believes the 
theft would have been impossible without 
complicity of some American postal employé, 


the registered mail so the robber could rec- 
ognize it without searching all the sacks. 

M. Symian reiterated today that the New 
York postal authorities took from Jan. 28 
to March 16 to reply to a query from Paris 
regarding the number of registered sacks. 
He added the French postoffice is not liable 
to make good the losses entailed by the 
theft, as the United States does not guaram, 
tee to make good losses from France. 


Steal Millions; Get Nothing. 

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—The po- 
tential value of the American securities 
stolen from the registered mail pouch on the 
steamer La Savoie was several million dol- 
lars. 

Hardly any of the securities were nego- 
tiable. The checks were all time checks, and 
payment has been stopped. 

The first intimation that there had been 4 
large robbery of registered matter from the 
mails consigned to the French line steamship 
La Savoie, which sailed from this port on 
Jan. last, came to the local postal author- 
ities on Feb. 1, when Goldman, Sachs & Co., 
bankers of 45 Exchange place, reported that 
securities valued at $200,000 which had gone 
on that ship had failed to reach their Paris 
correspondents. They asked Postmaster 
Willcox what had become of them. 

It was not until two weeks later the French 
authorities sent word that the mail pouch 
was missing. The notification from the 
French postal authorities came in the regu- 
lar bulletin of irregularities ’’ which is sent 
out whenever there is a discrepancy in the 
mail lists. 

La Savoie had on board 8,200 sacks of mail, 
the greatest number ever consigned to a 
Frehch liner. Twenty-two of the bags were 
for Paris direct. The missing pouch of reg- 
istered mail was contained in one of the 
sacks. This pouch had in it 128 piece of — 
istered mail, 125 of which, and the pouch 
itself, were missing when the bag was 
opened in Paris. The three remaining par- 
cels. were found in the bag which had held 
the registered. pouch. 


Mystery in the Robbery. 


Registered mail is placed in special pouches, | 


which in turn are inclosed in regulation mail 
Sags. There is nothing to show which bag 
contains the registered pouch, and the postal 
authorities are puzzled to understand how 
the thief knew which particular bag con- 
tained the valuable matter. 

The only place where the robbery could 
have taken place in this country, the in- 
spectors say, is at the foreign mail office, on 
Morton and West ‘streets, and at least four 
men would have had to have been in collu- 
sion to rob the bag at that place. The New 
York inspectors are inclined to believe the 
theft took place while the mail was in transit 
from Havre to Paris.

Penrose Tells His Story. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Maj. Penrose was on the witness stand all 
day in his own behalf before the court mar- 
tial. He said he is still in doubt as to 
whether his men shot up the town. His 
story of the affair was as follows: 

Nothing unusual happened until midnight: 
I was much perturbed over the situation. I 
went to bed about 11 and had not gone to sleep 
when I heard two shots, which I thought 
came from the Tenderloin district of Browns- 
ville. .I teok them to be pistol shots firing 
black powder. They were followed immedi- 
ately by six or seven shots directly in the rear 
of ‘CC’ company. They were evidently high 
power rifles. Then there were three shots 
and then a number of shots. 

My mind was filled with the Evans af- 
fair, and I thought Evans friends had come 
to shoot up the post. When I reached C 
company about fifteen men had assembled in 
their underclothing and were unarmed, They 
explained the gun racks were locked and 
they could not find the noncommissioned 
officer in charge of the quarters. I told them 
to k the racks open and fallin as quickly 
as possible. 


Mayor Blamed Troops. 


„ Shortly after the sergeant major reported 
that he could find no trace of Capt. Macklin 
I became greatly alarmed for his safety, and 
I ordered Capt. Lyon to patrol the town in 
seatch of him. He returned, accompanied 
by Mayor Combe and his brother. 

Mayor Combe said: ‘ Major, one man has 
been killed, the chief of police wounded, and 
his horse killed by your men.

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—The 
work of clearing the tracks along which 
Distri¢t Attorney Jerome expects to railroad 
Harry K. Thaw to a lunatic asylum took up 
a brief session in Justice Fitzgerald's court 


today. 
Mr. Jerome presented to the judge eight 


day that Thaw is hopelessly insane. Copies 
of the affidavits had been prepared for Thaw’s 
counsel, but on the plea that there had been 
insufficient time to examine them the defense 
did not file an answer. Justice Fitzgerald 
therefore alldwed both sides until 2 p. m. 
Saturday to file whatever documentary evi- 
dence they may desire in support and oppo- 
sition of the appointment of a lunacy com- 
mission. Then on Monday he will announce 
his decision. 

Altogether the proceedings in court to- 
day did not consume an hour's time. By 
agreement Thaw was excused from appear- 
ing, so that he did not have to listen to the 
affidavits which declare he is a hopeless 
paranolac whose liberation would be a men- 
ace to society at large. The jury, which 
Was excused yesterday until tomorrow morn- 
ing, was also a missing feature. There will 
be a brief session of the court tomorrow to 
take a formal adjournment until Monday. 


All Thaw’s Lawyers There. 


Today's proceedings were quiet after the 
storm and stress of yesterday’s sensations. 
One of its few features was the squelching 
of Lawyer Hartridge of counsel for the de- 
fense, who was told by the court to sit down 
and keep quiet when he tried to butt in. Con- 
trary to expectations. all the lawyers for the 
defense were in court with Mr. Gleason deco- 
rating the background, while Mr. Delmas 
again did the talking. 

A development of the day, the significance 
of which puzzled every one, was the refusal 
of the court to allow Mr. Jerome to question 
further Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, upon 
whose testimony, dccording to the district 
attorney, the question of Thaw’s insanity 
revolves. Lawyers for the defense saw in the 
court’s ruling a hopeful sign of weakness in 
Mr. Jerome's position, but the district at- 
torney did not appear to be worried. 

The affidavits presented to the court in- 
cluded statements signed by Drs. Austin 
Flint, Carlos MacDonald, William Mabon, 
A. R. Diefendorf, Warren Ferris, William 
Hirsch, William B.. Pritchard, and Irwin 8. 
Cobb, the newspaper man Thaw selected to 
give out his statement concerning the 
prosecution, backed by blacklegs.“ 


Experts Unanimous on Insanity. 

Six of the alienists in their affidavits de- 
clared that Thaw was suffering from a form 
of paranoia, end that it is reasonably certain 
that he will not recover. The seventh alienist, 
Dr. Hirsch, declared that Thaw cannot pos- 
sibly recover. In presenting the affidavits 
Mr. Jerome called especial attention to that 
ot Dr. Carlos MacDonald, which in part is as 
follows:

Jerome Explains Some More. 


After presenting his affidavits Mr. Jerome 
gaid he wished to make a statement of his 


‘position in order to clear himself of any sus- 


picion that he has ‘been in possession of 
knowledge which had been withheld from the 
court. 

Four honor may have gathered from my 

marks of yesterday,” said Mr. Jerome, 
„ that it was my personal opinion that Thaw 
is and has for some time been of unsound 
mind. But the court did not want my per- 
sonal opinion. The court had to have some- 
thing tangible before it could act. Likewise, 
I was bound by my oath only to act when I 
had something to act upon. That opportunity 
was not presented until the defense called 
Dr. Hamilton to the stand. 

“As long ago as Feb. 13 last.“ continued 
Mr. Jerome, Dr. Austin Flint, one of the 
state's alienists, came to me in my office and 
told me that after watching Thaw in court 
every day of the trial he was solemnly of 
the opinion that the defendant was not capa- 
ble of instructing his counsel. I was much 
concerned, and with my assistant and Drs. 
MacDonald and Mabon held a long confer- 
ence. I then called in other alienists, and 
after submitting to them all the evidence I 
had in my possession they joined with the 
others in declaring Thaw a paranoiac. 


Hamilton His Chief Anchor. 


“Tt was not until Dr. Hamilton was called 
that I could call the court's attention to the 
knowledge poseessed by that learned gentle- 
man. I have known Dr. Hamilton for some 
time. Last summer after he had examined 
Thaw we often rode out toour country places 
together. Dr. Hamilton tried persistently to 
persuade me that it was my duty to apply for 
a commission in lunacy. He told me Thaw 
was a paranolac. I replied that I did not be- 
Heve it. Now Dr. Hamilton is here and under 
oath and can state the facts as he knows 
them.“ 

Mr. Hartridge of Thaw's counsel waded in 
at this point, but Justice Fitzgerald squelched 
him with the remark: 

“When I want to hear from you in this 
proceeding, Mr. Hartridge, I will let you 
know.” 


Court Stops Further Querying. 


Justice Fitzgerald then asked why the dis- 
trict attorney had objected when Mr. Hart- 
ridge in cross examination of Dr. Mabon 
asked the alienist if he was of the opinion 
that Thaw suffered from any form of in- 
sanity the night he shot and killed Stanford 
White. Mr. Jerome said he objected to the 
question, as it was not in proper form, and 
he could not understand what impression the 
court had gained from it. 

Mr. Jerome asked if Mr. Delmas would 
waive the right of professional privilege in 
the case of Dr. Hamilton. To this Mr. Del- 
mas replied: 

“Tf my client is plunged in that depth of 
insanity which prevents him from conferring 
intelligently with his counsel, how can I 
waive any rights for him? With all due re- 
spect for the learnéd district attorney, his 
proposition is absurd.” 

Justice Fitzgerald here interposed the 
statement that he would not allow the further 
examination of Dr. Hamilton.

Springfield,’ III., March 21.—[Special.]— 
That civil service is not in the hands of its 
friends when it is under consideration by the 
Illinois legislature has been determined defi- 
nitely thus far in this session, and the slash- 
ing of appropriations for the civil service 
commission has given additional weight to 
the fact. 

The request.of the commlsston for $14,500 
@ year for the next two years has been turned 
down by the senate and house appropriation 
subcommittees and has been reduced to a 
total of $7,200 

This action has brought & formal protest 
from the commission in shape of a statement 
calling attention to the fact that two years 
ago the legislature neglected to make any 
appropriation, and that this year it is pro- 
posing to hamper the operation of the law by 
making an insufficient allowance. 

In both house and senate ropriation com- 
mittees every effort has beefi made to secure 
evidence from state superintendents to prove 
that the operation of the law has been a 
failure. Of late the testimony has been tothe 
effect that the service has been improved, but 
the members of the legislature not only are 
openly against the civil service extension bills 
now pending, but they are frankly determined 
to restrict the commission in the execution 
ot the present state law. 


Commission Makes | Complaint. 


The statement of the commission, which 
appeared today, is as follows: 

“ The Illinois civil service commission asked 
an appropriation of $14,500 per annum for 
two years. When the subcommittees of the 
house and senate, which are considering the 
omnibus bill, reached this item it was re- 
duced to $1,200 for am assistant secretary,

It has been the experience 
of most expositions that amusement enter- 
prises do not pay at the start, and that it is, 
in fact, sometimes the part of wisdom to de- 
lay their inauguration until the public gets 
into the real exposition habit. 


Fair Chiefly Historical. 

People who go to Jamestown expecting to 
see an enormous exposition enterprise like 
that at St. Louis will be entirely disappoint- 
ed. The project of this latest of all American 
fairs is so distinctly historical, and it dates 
back to the beginning of things in America to 
such an extent, that the promoters naturally 
have planned to make the exposition a ral- 
lying point for a series of short excursions 
in the vicinity. 

It so happens that this is a natural pro- 
gram, because different’ water courses cut 
up this part of Virginia to such an extent as 
to make it convenient to take passage by 


boat from Jamestown to some of the places 


which are definitely connected with the early 
history of the country. 

Most people will be expected to ride up the 
James river to the place where settlers 
actually landed under John Smith 300 years 
ago. Fortress Monroe is in plain sight from 
the exposition grounds, and Yorktown, 
Petersburg, Richmond, and other points are 
almost as interesting in their way as James- 
town island itself, with its fainf relics of 
origins! colonization. The daylight ride 
along Hampton roads up the James river, al- 
though it takes a full day, is well worth the 


time, from a scenery standpoint alone, en- 
tirely aside from historical associations. 


Many Points of Interest. 


There are a dozen other points of interest 
to be reached more or less readily from the 
Jamestown exposition, and in this sense it 
will be entirely different from-those big fairs 
which have preceded it in the interior of the 
country. At Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha, and 
elsewhere, the exposition itself was every- 
thing. Many people went to Buffalo to see 
Niagara Falls, but the surroundings at 
Jamestown will be as distinct @ feature as 
the fair itself. 

This fact may help out to some extent in 
the disposition of the crowds. As has been 
noted by almost every visitor to the exposi- 
tion grounds thus far, the trolley and rail 
service from Norfolk seems Hkely to be en- 
tirely inadequate, if the anticipated jotal 
of 10,000,000 visitors is reached during ex-

TELLS OF LOW OIL RATE 


RAILWAY CLERK GAYS SHIP- 
MENTS WERE ON 6 CENT BASIS. 


Proof of Standard Company’s Settle- 
ments with the Chicago and Alten 
Presenteé to Jury in the Federal 
Court in Gpite of Objections Made 
by Attorneys for the Defense— 
Methods of Handling Waybills Are 
Explained in Detail. 


The proof of settlement with the Chicago 


and Alton by the Standard Oll company for 


all its shipments between Whiting, Ind., and 
East St. Louis on a 6 cent basis was present- 
ed yesterday to the jury in Judge Landis’ 
court. J. H. Howard, chief clerk of freight 
accounts for the Alton, was the principal 
witness. 

The introduction of this evidence by the 
government was not accomplished without 
a contest with the attorneys for the defense. 
The general objection was raised by Attor- 
ney Moritz Rosenthal that this matter was 
Ancompetent. and immaterial. When this 
was overruled the objection was made that 
if admission were granted the defense would 
ask that each settlement be considered the 
unit of offense, and not each car. Arguments 
on this were passed to be taken up later in 
the trial, probably when the documents are 
formally submitted by the government. 


Details Explained by Witness. 

Mr. Héward' explained in detail how the 
records, on which his evidence was based, 
were compiled. According to this the agent 
at Chappell, where the Standard shipments 
first reached the hands of Alton agents, 
numbered the various waybills and took the 
weight and other technical information of 
each car received. The waybill was then 
sent to East St. Louis or other destination of 
the car and a tabulation of the weights and 
car numbers was sent to the office of the 
Chicago and Alton auditor in Chicago. Syb- 
sequently the Alton agent at East St. Louis 
returned the waybills together with a tabu- 
lation similar to the one sent by the Chappell 
agent. The three documents were checked 
against one another, and, if correct, a bill 
showing the total weight and amount due 
was rendered to the Standard company every 
two weeks. .

POSE ANY RESTRICTIONS. 
Action of Philadelphia and Reading 
in Raising Dead Line from 35 to 45 
Years Marke End of Custom in the 
East—Rules Now in Force Applied 
Only to Firemen and -Trainmen— 
Some Still Prefer Young Bloed—Ne 

Change in Coal Rates. 


The action of directors of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad on Wednesday in rais- 
ing from 35 to 45 years the age at which men 
could enter the employment of the company 
for the first time marked the end of the 
thirty-five year limit among eastern rall- 
roade, all others having advanced the limit 
several months ago, the last being the New 
York Central lines and the Pennsylvania. 
The age limit is applied to all classes of em- 
ployés by the eastern roads. In the west 
the limit is applied only to firemen and train- 
men. 

The greater portion of the western roads 
have no fixed rules as to the age at whicha 
man is eligible to enter the service of the 
company. Where such rules are applied they 
are elastic. The official in charge may exer- 
cise discretion. In the skilled trades it ap- 
pears to be the general idea that young men 
are better, as they are more easily taught 
than those who are 25 or 80 years old. For 
men in general offices. station agents, track 
foremen, and others age is no bar to em- 
ployment, ability being the chief requisite. 


No Limit on Santa Fe. 


The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé does 
not apply an age limit in any department, the 
matter being left entirely in the hands of the 
official in charge of the department. Those 
entering the service at the age of 50 are not 
eligible to the pension fund. The Chicago 


and Northwestern applies similar rules, the 
only difference being that the age limit is 35, 
at which the new employé is barred from the 
pension fund. 

The Rock Isiand lines, Chicagoand Eastern 
Illinois, and the Frisco system will accept 
applicants for positions he train or en- 
gine service only who are between 21 and 27 
years old. This applies to brakemen, switch- 
men, and firemen. Experienced men in simi- 
lar lines are eligible to employment up to the 
age of 40, and experienced conductors and 
engineers up to the age of 45. 

The Illinois Central has two age limits for 
train and engine service. Experienced men 
are eligible at 45 and inexperienced men at 
85, The Chicago and Alton stops at 85 for 
green men in the train and engine service, 
Experienced men may be employéd at any 
age. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
will pot accept an applicant for fireman who 
is more than 26 years old. There is no limit 
in other employments, 

The Burlington does not apply any fixed age 
for the employment of men in any depart- 
ment. There is a well defined understanding 
among officials that young blood is preferable 
in the train and engine service and fn the 
skilled trades. The Wabash has no fixed 
rule except in the train and engine service, 
where the dead line is 35. 


No Change in Coal Rates. 


The action of the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois in refusing to advance coal rates from 
Illinois and Indiana producing points to 
Chicago on April 1 will have the effect of 
forcing all the lines to maintain present rates. 
The Big Four, to maintain its differential 
rate, will reduce its rate from Harrisburg 
to Chicago 5 cents a ton. 

The railway ticket protective bureau yes- 
terday notified its members of the decree 
rendered by Judge Finkleburg in the United 
States Circuit court for the Eastern divi- 
sion of Missouri on Monday permanently re- 
straining ticket scalpers and other unau- 
thorized persons from buying or selling or in 
any way dealing in nontransferable signa- 
ture forms of railway passage tickets.
